THE protests of Engineer-in-Chief Melville 
against the appointment of four of the late Naval 
Academy graduates to the Engineer Corps pre- 
vailed. The surplus graduates—nine in all—with 
the exception of Cadet Kress, have been honorably 
discharged, with the year’s pay provided by law. 
Cadet Kress will be given an examination in Sep- 
tember next, and if successful will be appointed 
ensign, a vacancy having been held open for him. 
The nominatiops of the thirteeh members of the 
class who have been assigned as ensigns were sent 
to the Senate on Friday last. 








In the play which derives its name from the 
Mikado of Japan we are told that the punishment 
for killing the son of that potentate has in it 
‘something about boiling oil.” This unpleasant 
fluid appears to be in actual use among the 
Thibetans for the purpose of stimulating recruiting. 
A prisoner taken by the British at Gnatong, on the 
Sikhim frontier, confessed that he had no personal 
hostility to the British Government, and was only a 
soldier on compulsion; as his brother had un- 
dergone the oil-boiling process because he declined 
to enlist, he thought that be had better take to the 
thilitary profession to avoid similar treatment. 








Tue Evening Telegram is ably supporting the New 
York Herald in its furtherance of the project to 
turn over Governor’s Island to the city authorities 
for a public park, and quotes Congressman Spinola 
as generously saying that New York City would 
pay for the Kiasley property at West Point if the 
Army men will give up Governor's Island. Perhaps 
the city will, perbaps it won’t. General Newton, 
certainly an authority, is reported as not very en- 
thusiastic in the matter, and Colonel Chandler, 
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Depot Quartermaster, as saying that im case the 
island is taken from the military, the Division and 
Department headquarters can easily be accommo 
dated in the new Army Building, which it is hoped 
will be ready for occupancy about February next. 








Harper’s WEEKLY bas several illustrations of the 
arrival from Europe of the Hon. James G. Blaine, 
the first of which represents the firing of a salute in 
his honor from Governor’s Island. Undoubtedly a 
salute was fired from Governor’s Island as the City 
of New York, bearing Mr. Blaine and his fortunes, 
sailed by. That it was supposed to have been in- 
tended for this distinguished American is shown by 
the fact thet the salute was acknowledged by the 
steamer. It so happens, however, that the honor, 
however well deserved, was not intended for Mr. 
Blaine. -The officers on Governor's Island were 
simply follewing out tho instructions they had re- 
ceived to fire a salute in honor of General Sheridan 
aniit was a mere coincidence that brought Mr. 
Bigine within range as the first gun of the seventeen 
was fired. 


THe San Francisco Report, with that power of 
sarcasm in military matters, which is peculiar to it, 
says: ‘‘The ordinary citizen imagines that if he 
were a soldier and an Indian shot at him he would 
shoot hack. But he would not. He would turn 
tail and gallop twenty miles to Camp Grant, or Fort 
Thomas, or Fort Bowie, or Fort Lowell, and report 
to the commanding officer. To do otherwise would 
be ‘o violate frontier military etiquette, thin out the 
Indians, offend the agents and greatly diminish the 
annual profits of the enterprising gentlemen who 
furnish mules, fodder, etc., etc., to United States 
troops in active service. The Indian question is 
like the beggar’s sore leg, the cure of which, by a 
benevolent physician, was curtly declined: ‘Do 
you want to rob me of my livelihood ?’ said the 
mendicant.” ; 














THE recent decision of the Second Comptroller 
of the Treasury, Sigourney Butler, in relation to 
the ration due officers while attached to receiving 
ships, does not seem to be thoroughly understood 
by the Service. The decisions of the Court of 
Claims and the U. S. Supreme Court so interpreted 
the term ‘‘at sea” as to apply it to service on 
board stationary training ships and receiving ships, 
but the Comptroller now holds that it is only officers 
serving on board receiving ships prior to July, 1874, 
the date of the adoption of the Revised Statutes, 
who are entitled to the ration, and that all others 
ere debarred. Pay officers were instructed that 
from the first of April of the current year the 
ration would be allowed, and it has been allowed, 
but this recent decision of the Comptroller puts a 
different aspect upon the case. As a con- 
sequence, pay Officers attached to receiving and 
stationary training ships, who have paid out their 
ration money will have the amount suspended in 
their accounta. The question will be carried into 
the courts, and already a test case has been pre- 
pared, which involves all the points enumerated by 
the Comptroller. Those imterested are confident 
that upon proper presentation of their side of the 
case the judgment of the Second Comptroller will 
be overruled, and al officers will be allowed a ration 
when stationed on receiving ships. Comptroller 
Butler bases bis decision in refusing to allow rations 
‘on receiving ships on Sec. 1579 of the Revised 
Statutes. 











WE would respectfully call the attention of those 
self confident gentlemen who are so very sure that 
tue question of armor has been definitely settled in 
favor of all steel as against compound armor, to the 
fact that the London Engineer, in an article on the 
subject of French disappearing-turrets, says : ‘‘ The 
Company des Forges de Chatillon Commentary, 
Paris, has long worked at the development of war 
matériel 1n steel and iron, and has supplied armor 
for over 27 ships of the French Navy, and it has 
lately made shields of special construction of com- 
pound steel. It is found thata greater resistance 
may thus be secured than with solid steel, because 
the desired bardness of surface may be obtained 
without the liability to through fracture which 
generally besets steel, and sometimes, as ex- 
perience has shown, spontaneous fracture occurs 
with steel of harder. kinds.” Of the experiment on 
board the Nettle, the Admiralty Gazette says : ‘‘ So 
far as these experiments have gone at present, the 
advantage in power of 1esistance clearly rests with 
the compound plates.’ The Engineer says further : 
‘* Special strevs is laid on the application of the lead 
baths for bardening or tempering. In the case of 
armor plates, the equalization of heat, owing to the 
conducting power of the molten lead, is specially 
valuable. The application of it to the case of armor 
made up of layers of different kinds of steel is a 
new feature.” 


BRIGADIER GENERAL ABSALOM BalIpp, the senior 
Inspector General of the Army, will reach the age 
of sixty-four on Monday next, August 20th, and 
pass from the active to the retired list. {[¢ seems 
scarvely necessary to set forth at length his distin- 
guished career, for it is but three years, in 
September, 1885, since he was promoted to the 
position from which he now retires and we referred 
with pride to bis record asa soldier and a genile- 
man. He entered West Point in 1845, was gradu- 
ated in 1849, and from that day to this in a wmili- 
tary service varied and difficult he has ever borne 
himself without fear and without reproach. The 
good wishes of the Army and of his numerous 
friends are with him in his retirement. There 
seems to be no doubt that his successor at the head 
of the Inspector General’s department will be that 
able and accomplished soldier, Oolonel Roger Jones, 
who comes of a mititary family, and is a thoroughly 
capable and a most valuable officer. Colonel 
Jones had claims to the position of senior when 
General Baird was appointed to it, but gracefully 
and good-naturedly deferred to the decision of tke 
President. The place now belongs to him without 
doubt. Another prominent retirement next week, 
August 21, is that of Colonel John S. Mason, 9th 
U. S. Infantry, Brevet Brigadier General U. 8S, A. 
General Mason, a native of Ohio, was graduated 
from West Point in 1847, and served in the artillery 
arm until May, 1861, when he was promoted cap- 
tain 11th U. S. Infantry. In October, 1861, he was 
appointed colonel of the 4th Ohio Volunteers, and 
in November, 1862, Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers. He was actively engaged during the war, 
and at its close received tie regular Army brevets 
of Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel, and Brigadier Gen- 
eral for his gallant and meritorious services. He 
attained the grade of Colonel April 2, 1883, which 
carried him to the 9th U. S. Infantry, and remained 
with that regiment until a few months ago, when 
he went on leave. He now retires, having devoted 
to his country an honorable service on the active 
list of over forty-one years.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Arrer two protracted meetings and many con- 
cessions on the part of the House members. the 
Conference Committee on the Army Appropriation 
bill fipally reached an agreement on Weduesday 
last.

THE conference committee on the Naval Appro- 
priation bill reached an agreement on Aug. 15, and, 
unless there should be some unexpected delay by 
the two Houses iu acceptiug the reports of their re- 
spective conferees, the bil! ought to be on the way 
to the White House for signature before the close of 
the week. The majority of the Senate amendments 
were uccepted by the House conferees, in some cases 
with additional amendments. 

The item appropriating $100,000 for torpedo ex- 
—— was the only Sevate amendment involv- 
ng a large appropriation that was stricken out. 
The provisica for new vezsels remains practically 
the same as paased by the Senate. 

The bill as finally agreed upon by the committee 
and as it will undoubtedly become a law, provides—

CARLISLE INDIAN SCHOOL. 


A DEspatcu of Aug. 14 to the Baltimore Sun says : 
The transfers lately made to the Indian School at 
Carlisle, by the Government, from forts and reser- 
vation prisons have been very generally criticised. 
The outlaws, crimivals and disturbers, in almost 
every case prisoners of war, have been sent here to 
the Indian sehool witha view to reforming them. 
The Carlisle school was designed for the admission 
of those deserving an advanced education. How- 
ever, Capt. R. H. Pratt, U. 8.

To Mrs. Kate Sheridan (bis mother, 
since deceased,) he left the Ohio homestead, to re 
vert to his son, P. H. Sheridan, in fee simple. All 
the rest of his pica § he leaves to his wife, M. V. 
Sheridan and Lioden Kent, his attorney, in trust, to 
recover rents, etc., for the maiutenance and educa- 
tion of his four children, and if there 1s more than 
is necessary the excess is to be paid to his wifs. As 
each of his children shall reach the age of 21 years 
the trustees shall assign to such childits sbare in the 
estate. The will gives the care and guardiansaip of 
his children to bis wife and names the trustees as cx- 
ecutrix and executors. The petition states that his 
personal property consists of $2,721 money, $8,000 
stocks, ete., $5,000 swords, etc., 33,000 household fur- 
niture, $600 horse and carriage, and 3500 in the bouse 
at Nonquitt, and the indebtedness is not more than

Not bemg able to see the ranges proverly, 
owing to foz, the Nina grounded for a second 
causing the Monitor to run up bebind her, aud had 
it not been for the prompt action of the man at the 
wheel on board the Terror in putting his belm 
hard-a-pert the handsome tug Nina would bave 
been sunk by the ram of the Terror. The Monitor 
sheering clear of the Nina struck the latrer, how- 
ever, with her upper works and carried away some 
of the tugs stern guards. The Terror’s engines 
worked well during the trip, the vessel steaming 
about six knots an hour. The heat im the fire- 
room wus horrible, the thermometer standing at 180 | 
d all the time the vessel was unWer way.

ENGLAND'S NAVAL MANCEUVRES, 


In all, 36 penvants were fiyiug during the naval 
manguvres in Eogland and we have the usual re- 
cord of minor disasters resulting from their move- 
ments. The Agincourt was run into by the merchant 
steamer Sestos, starboard bow to starboard bow, in- 
Gontly killing one marine; the steering gear of the 
Belle Isle broke down, @ boat on the Shannon Was 
let go by mistake and the crew thrown overboard, 
but all rescued. The torpedo boats proved of verv 
little use and were the constant subject of accid- 
ents; tubes, steam pipes and otber parts of their 
machinery constantly giving out and necessitating 
their being laid up for repaira for hours at a time. 
They are the worst cf seaboats. No. 42 ehowed ber 
keel from bow to amidstips, and then dipped till 
she almost stood ou her nose No, 61 bad 18 in. of 
water bet ween decks, and had the ejector been used 
to pump it out, they would have bad toruino their 
bowlers by using salt water. ‘ 

War was declared on July 24 at noon, and as bus- 
tilities are to last a month, it is too early to record 
the final result, which can only be determiued by 
the decision of the umpires, and even they have to 
refer soweé questions to the Admiralty. e Army 
and Navy Gazette says: “lt is of the exsence of oper- 
atious of the kiud now beipg carried on off Bantry 
and Swilly that disputes murt arise respecting re- 
sults, for in this warfare, where the crack of a squib 
is supposed to indicate the explorion of a 700-ib. 
shell, a little spirt of water to do duty for the ruin- 
ous up-rush of a submarine mine, and pauper rules to 
bave the force of powder and shot, there is no judg- 
ing from aetual results—damage and loss are infer- 
ential and matters of deductions.” 

The squadron representing the British forces was 
supposed to be blockading two squadrons of an 
enemy to prevent bis descent on the English coast. 
They claim to pave destroved in the first seven days 
the Curlew Amphion, Rodney, and Devastation— che 
Curlew by 20 minutes’ well-directed fire at less than 
8.000 ys 3 from the Inconstant aud the Thames; the 
Amphion, without an inch of protection, under the 
guos of the Agincourt aud Iron Duke for three- 

arters of an hour, st ranges varying from 1,500 to 

000 yards. The Rodney on July 30 was for some 
time under the fire ot four ironciads of equal 
strength and armament. 

The latest accounts by telegraph are to the effect 
tbat Admiral Tryon succeeded i0 forcing the block- 
ade of Bantry Bay iu the darkuess of Supday morn- 
ing, Aug. 5, and bis fleet was free for a descent on 
the coast. As Admiral Fitzroy’s squadrun bad pre- 
viously escaped, the blockade wae a fuilure at every 
point. Greenock was shelled (hypothetically) and 
destroyed, Aberdeen, bombarded, the Firth Ze 
destroyed, and the west coast of Scotland devas- 
tated ; Svarborouch sbelled avd laid in ashes, Moly- 
head, with her harbor prizes, captured, two Cunard- 
ers, a Guion, a Peter Wright, and av Inman steamer 
captured, aud Cambelltown, Bethesay, Gourock 
pw ng syne FO rr —— ae be by —

THERE is no longer any reason to doubt that the 
system of monthly payments in the Army has come 
to stay, and it is only a question of time when it 
will become general. The War Department is evi- 
dently pleased with the experiment which has been 
in operation at about forty posts—nearly one-third 
of the Army—for a yearor more. This is shown 
by the fact that authority has just been given to 
add another post—Fort Hancock, Texas—to the 
list of those now being paid monthly. Were it pos- 
sible, the number of disbursing officers being suffi- 
cient, orders would no doubt be given at once to 
have the entire Army paid monthly, so well con- 
vinced is the Secretary of War that the best inter- 
ests of the Service demands such action. The bill 
in relation to the bonds of disbursing officers which 
has passed the House and is new pending in the 


discretion of the Secretary of War, but no addi- 
tional paymasters are allowed. 








A DESPATCH from Nogales says: “ A call has been 
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EXAMINATION FOR PROMOTION. 

WE have not had an opportunity before to express 
our dissent from what was said by our correspon- 
dent ‘‘ Frontier,” in his comments on Examining 
Boards in the JournaLof June 16. The most ardent 
advocate for ‘‘Examination for Promotion” never 
proposed, and probably never thought it desirable, 
to examine lieutenants and captains of the line on 
astronomy, calculus, or even on arithmetic or 
grammar. It has been supposed that an officer be- 
fore he received his first commf&sion on entering 
the Army had convinced a Board of Officers that 
he possessed the education, general knowledge and 
culture suitable for an officer (and a gentleman) ; 
otherwise it is not supposed that he would have re= 
ceived a commission. 

All that we have ever heard proposed in the way 
-of an examination for promotion of a line officer, 
as for example a lieutenant of infantry, is that 
after he has his post surgeon’s certificate that he is 
physically able to perform all the duties of the next 
higher grade, he is to appear before a board of 
three infantry officers, senior in rank tohim. Tbe 
board, too, examine him theoretically on infantry 
tactics and Army Regulations, and practically he is 
to show the board that he can correctly work cut 
the clothing account of a soldier and can properly 
make out the papers necessary to feed, pay and 
clothe the soldier, and he can make the reports of a 
company, and that he understands the returns for 
arms, equipage, etc. Heisto drill a squad and a 
company of infantry and command a company at 
battalion drill, in the presence of the board. He 
should make a map and an itinerary of a march— 
a duty required by Army Regulations of every offi- 
cor commanding a separate detachment on a march 
or scout, and by every officer after a hunting leave, 
but a duty that is rarely ever performed. A cap- 
tain of infantry would pass the same examination, 
and, in addition, would drill a battalion, and show 
that he understood the duties of a battalion com- 
mander, as laid down in infantry tactics and Army 
Regulations. These are supposed to be the everyday 
duties of captains and lieutenants, and even if they 
leave them to be performed by sergeants and clerks, 
the officers are responsible and should know how to 
perform them themselves. 

If Army gossip is correct we have several field 
officers who cannot respectably drill a battalion, a 
few captains who cannot properly drill a company 
and a number of lieutenants who cannot correctly 
drill a squad, and some of each grade who never 
worked out a soldier’s clothing account. 

It is not supposed that these individuals could not 
learn these duties, and that they have not is 
due to their lack of interest in them, and in some 
cases perhaps toa lack of opportunity. If their pro- 
motion depended upon their passing a theoretical 
and practical examination on their duties as officers 
they would soon learn them, and post and Depart- 
ment commanders would be forced to so arrange 
stations and duties that every officer before examin- 
ation would have ample opportunity to learn and 
perform the duties upon which he was to be exam- 
ined, and captains would be forced to become the 
instructors (by example as well as precept) of their 
heutenants in all military duties and studies and in 
all military and social courtesies. 

While no one has ever proposed to examine line 
officers on Napier or even the ordnance notes, it 
would be supposed that all officers, fond of their 
profession, would for their own amusement and 

improvement read Jomini and the campaigns of the 
noted military leaders. Napier is read hy men and 

women for the historical information it contains. 

The military criticisms at the end of each chapter 
can be understood by any military man. 

We think most line officers are in favor of exam- 

inations for promotion provided the examinations 

are strictly confined, as they of course should be, to 
military duties and military subjects only. It is 
thought that examinations would be an incentive for 
all officers to study and would cultivate in them a 

pride in their duties and military studies. The in- 

different officer would study in order to pass ; the 
more ambitious would study as he would receive 

credit for his military knowledge and for his thor.

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tions of captains and lieutenants would increase the 
number of battalion drills in future, and if, in time, 
field officers weng;required to pass examinations we 
should oecasi regimental and brigade drills, 
a3 field officers would be required to show a practi- 
cal knowledge of those drills and perhaps a theo- 
retical knowledge of a few of the noted campaigns 
of the world. 








OUR CAVALRY. 

Many are still living who rode with Sheridan, 
Kilpatrick, Wilson, Devin, Merritt, Grierson, Custer 
and Mackenzie. Some of these great cavalry leaders 
are dead, buc their deeds can never die. Our Civil 
War produced as fine horsemen as ever responded 
to the call ‘To horse,” or to the stirring notes of 
the ‘‘ Charge.” At the close of the War Sheridan 
commanded ten thousand troopers. 

In no arm of the Service is that professional pride 
called esprit du corps so conspicuously manifested 
as in the cavalry. The crossed sabres and yellow 
trimmings of the treoper are rarely seen now, espe- 
cially in the Eastern States. The eight regiments of 
white troops and the two of colored men are rarely 
full and the ‘*‘ troops” are widely scattered through- 
out our vast territory. At Fort Myer, Virginia, 
near Washington, Brevet Colonel Louis H. Car- 
penter, major 5th Cavalry, commands the garrison 
consisting of Troop B, 6th Cavalry, and Troop B, 
4th Cavalry, but excepting there and at West 
Point, no cavalryfis stationed east of the Missouri 
River. 

A gay lad is the trooper, young or old, officer, 
non-commissioned officer or private. A rolling gait 
when dismounted, with legs somewhat wide apart 
and a little perceptible stiffness of the muscles of the 
thighs, distinguish bim from the ‘‘dougbboy,” as 
he calls the infantrymen, or the artillerist. Like 
the alligator, the duck and other amphibious crea- 
tures the trooper is, so to speak, of two elements. 
Dismounted he is a good soldier and ready to fight, 
if so ordered, but the detriment of diminution of 
numbers, every fourth man being required to hold 
the horses and the comparatively restricted range 
of his carbine render him at a disadvantage under 
such circumstances. ' 

Mounted the cavalryman is in his‘element. He 
is a king on his throne and monareh of all he sur- 
veys. Only horsemen know the strong sympathy 
that exists between the horse and his master. It is 
a species of magnetism. Steed and rider each in- 
spires the other with his own life, spirit and courage. 
Something of the superior intelligence of the man 
is transmitted to the horse, who soon learns his 
master’s slightest wish and enters with him into the 
spirit of the chase, the parade or of the charge. 
This thrilling sense of power and delight of mutual 
confidence and enjoyment render the trooper and 
his horse akin to the centaurs of mythology. 

Who can read without rapture of the deeds of 
daring of horsemen of ancient and of modern times? 
Macaulay has deseribed the model charger and many 
cavaliers of our own time are reminded of Black 
Auster at the battle of Lake Regillus, when the 
horse, with drooping head, carrying his master’s 
sword and his boots reversed in the stirrups, sadly 
follows his corpse to his soldier’s grave. Many have 
seen it and have thought how gladly the brave 
charger would dash again into the midst of the fray 
to avenge his master’s death, if only some modern 
Aulus would mount and guide him. 

Hooker offered a reward for ‘a dead cavalry- 
man,” but soon the slur thus conveyed was heard no 
more. The yellow facings became emblems for re- 
spect and admiration, and at the close of the War 
no greater distinction was cpyeted than the insignia 
of the cavalry. No troops of any arm saw more 
exhaustive service or experienced harder fighting. 

Since the War, on the plains in innumerable In- 
dian wars, the cavalry has done most of the fight- 
ing. The fact that the five wild tribes, the Siouxs, 
Cheyennes, Kiowas, Comanches and Arapahoes 
and Apaches are now on reservations and compara- 
tively at peace, is due mainly to the men of this 
arm of the Service. Even now active work is cut 
out to keep the last named renegades in subjection, 
thousands upon thousands of miles have been tra- 
versed, fearful odds have ofttimes been encountered. 
to subdue the Indians of the plains. A foe armed 


With the best known weapons of long range has been; 
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met; hardships, privations and dangers so numer- 
ous that to relate them would fill volumes, have 
been endured by them. 

What has been the reward of our cavalrymen? 
Not much, certainly, from the country; not much 
from Congress, which seems tu begrudge a cavalry 
officer the award of a brevet for gallantry in an Jn- 
dian fight. Nevertheless the trooper has been so- 
laced in a way that he alone can understand—by 
the love of his arm, by moments of wild delight that 
he treasures in his memory and that are worth more 
to him than a lifetime passed in the ordinary walks 
of life. He has ridden in the charge and has seen 
the enemy melt away before his troop like snow be- 
fore the overpowering rays of the sun. He has 
hunted the buffalo over the divides of the bound- 
less plains and has lived a life of stirring incident 
and excitement that he was loath to exchange for 
one of enervating inactivity or even luxury. No 
finer types of manhood can be found anywhere than 
in the ranks of the American cavalry regiments. 








THE principal event of the week, so far as the 
Army is concerned, has been the assumption of 
command by Major-General John M. Schofield, in 
accordance with the orders of the President. Gen. 
Schofield will, in addition, continue for the present 
to exercise the immediate command of the Division 
of the Atlantic, making such journeys between 
Washington aud New York as may be necessary for 
the purposes of this dual command. The Army 
has every reason to be satisfied that it has secured 
as successor to the lamented Sheridan so able 
a soldier and so accomplished a gentleman. 
It is hoped, on all sides, that before Congress ad- 
journs it may see fit to revive by law the grade of 
Lieutenant General for the benefit of the present 
Commander of the Army, and this for more rea- 
sons than one, the first and foremost of which is 
that General Schofield’s services before, since, and 
during the war fully deserve the honor, and another 
that it 1s not fair to the individual nor to the coun- 
try to require an officer helding so prominent a 
position to live at the headquarters of the nation 
in a manner befitting that position without making 
his pay and allowances commensurate, to some ex- 
tent at least, with his public responsibilities and 
the demands upon his purse growing out of his 
official and social relations. The Senate Committee 
on Military and Militia on Thursday authorized its 
chairman to prepare a bill giving to the Major Gen- 
eral commanding the Army all the rights, privi- 
leges, and powers that have been enjoyed by the 
General and Lieutenant General of the Army when 
those offices existed. This action is taken so as to 
enable the Major General commanding the Army to 
fill those special assignments which by the law fall 
to the head of the Army and which are not pro- 
vided for otherwise by statute. Is it right to im- 
pose upon him the responsibilities of his immediate 
predecessors without giving him at least the rank 
held by Sheridan during the greater portion of his 
career as senior officer? The difference of pay is 
certainly a matter of no account, and the Senate by 
its action declares its belief that something more 
than the authority of the ranking Major General is 
required for the commander of the Army. 





ALL the U. 8. troops in Florida have been placed 
in summer camp at Huntsville, Ala., under Lieu- 
tenatt-Colonel Loomis L. Langdon, commanding 
the 2d U.S. Artillery, until danger from yellow 
fever is over. The camp, named Monte Sano, isa 
remarkably healthy one, and well adapted for mili- 
tary exercises. The troops in camp are the head- 
quarters, band and Batteries B, G, H, and L, 2d 
U. 8. Artillery.

CaprTars Jonny» Ericsson contributes to Nature for 
Aug. 2 av article on his sun motor,in which he says: 
“The results of protracted experiments with my 
sun motors, provided with reflecting mirrors, bave 
established the fact that a surface of 190 square feet 
presented at right angles to the sun, at noon, in the 


‘latitude of New York, during summer, develops a 


mechanical energy reaching 1,850,000 foot-pounds 
per bour, The advocates of the French system of 
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dispensing with the ‘cumbrous mirrors’ will do 
well to compare the said amount with the insignifi- 
caut mechanical energy represented by 48,360 foot- 
pounds per hour developed by 215 square feet of 
surface exposed to the sun by Tellier, during his ex- 
periments in Paris. The cost of the reflector and 
heater for the sun motor will not much exceed 
that of a steam boiler and appurtenances, including 
chimney. The cost of the engine apart from the re- 
flector, will not be greater than that of an ordinary 
steam engine. With reference to durability, it will 
be evident that the light metallic frame with its 
mirrors, and a heater acted upon only by reflected 
solar heat, will last much longer than steam boilers 
subjected to the yction of fire, soot, and corrosion.’’ 
He announces that the new motor is perfected and 
first class manufacturing establishments are ready 
to manufacture the machines. 








A WASHINGTON gossip writes: “ Department offi- 
cials are crowling away at a creat rate because Con- 
gress won't adjourn. The third, fourth and fifth 
floors of the State, War and Navy building are not 
the most comfortable places this hot weather. After 
sweltering for three or four hours each day, brig- 
alier-general and colonel and major and clerk on 
these floors held a little indignation meeting of bis 
own, and, as a consequence, Secretary Endicott was 
importuned to allow those on the three floorsto be 
dismissei at 3 o'clock.

Sioce then 
many improvements have been introduced and new 
guns bave appeared which are thought to be super- 
ior to the old weapons. The authorities are couse- 
quently about to institute a new trial, so that the 
services may be supplied with the best weapon. 


Mr. Langridge, inventor of the wire wound gun, 
in a letter to Engineering, says of his treatment by 
Russia: “They asked me for a design, they con- 
sulted me on all details, they made a gua apd com- 
municated me all the particularsof the trials. That 
gun, also a 6-in. gun, haa since fired 1,000 rounds with 
heavy chargesof black powder, 500 for endurance, 
then for accuracy of fire. it is not much cor- 
roded and is still a serviceable gun; and they are 
now making others for the armament of one of 
tieirironclads. 1 will only further say, that speak- 
1ug now from actual results, these guns cap be made 
at avery much less cost than forged steel guns, and 
in about one-third of the time.”’

Dummy guns’ crews had been placeJ ou this deck, 
and the melivite shell smashed and scattered them.

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GRAVES OF OUR GENERALS. 


Tut Herald. in av elaborate description of the 
last resting places of many of our dead heroes says: 

Gen. Grant’s remains rest in the most picturesque 
recreation ground of the metropolis—Riverside 
Park, below which the waters of the broad and 
beautiful Hudson glide on to the sea. As yet uo 
magnifivent monument marks the spot where lies 
tbe body of the great hero. 

No stranger ‘ isiting the Montgomery Cemetery at 
Norristown, Pa., would invade the secluded spot at 
the east corner of the enclosure in search of the 
tomb of Gen. W. S. Hancock. Having strolled there 
aimlessly and sought rest beneath the unbrageous 
branches of a weeping willow tree that stands as a 
sentinel over the body of Montgomery county's 
favorite son, the visitor would see nothing about 
him to indicate tiat the body of a creat general rests 
there. The tomb is a very plain affair, and was cop 
structed in 1876, after the death of Gen. Hancock's 
daughter Ada. 

Gen. Burnside’s remains rest at Swan Point, R. L., 
iu the simple privac’ which befits the citizen. 

Gev. Joseph Hocker is buried in the »eautiful 
cemetery of Spring Grove, near Cincinnati. The 

rave where the General lies buried is kept in excel- 

ent condition and attracts the attention of many 
visitors to the cemetery. 

The sarcophagus of the late Major-Gen. Thomas 
occupies a beautiful lot at the junction of Long 
Drive and Albany arenue, in Oakwood Cemetery, 
Troy, N. Y. Thelotis kept in excellent condition 
and the tomb bas not the eligbtest sign of wear. 

‘rhe remains ot Gen. McDowell are iuterred iu tbe 
National Cemetery at the Presidio. The grave is 
situated inthe centre of the cemetery and is sur- 
rounded on all sides by grass plots. The corners at 
oue end have been considerably chipped by relic 
hunters, and, 10 consequence, it presents a rough 
aud irregular appearance. In modest relief across 
the centre is the single word ** McDowell.” 

Ie a beautiful, level, crassy plot in Lancaster 
Cemetery, Pa., lies the dust of Gen. John F. Rer- 
nolds. he eod is neatly trimmed in the plot and is 
surruuaded by low blocks of granite. Lancaster is 
justiy proud of Reynolds’s grave, and no patriotic 
-eveasion pasies without the famous General’s last 
resting place being visited. 

The ashes of Gen. McUlellan lie in an ordivary 
tomb at Riverview Cemetery, Trenton, N. J. It is 
net markel by a monument, nor even a headstone. 
Ashaft ccsting $7,000 will soon be raised over the 
grave. Near by rest the remains of Gen. Mott, over 
whose grave is reared a handsome tombstone. 

We may add that Scott, Jobn Sedgwick, Custer, 
McPherson. Kilpatrick, Anderson aad others are 
buried at West Point.

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AN AMERICAN OFFICER ABROAD. 
Panis, July 15, 1888. 

Pagzts is asleep to-day, after two days and nights 
cf excitement and revelry. Yesterday, the litb, was 
the French Fourth of July, the almost centennial of 
the storming of the Bastile, 99 years ago, so they say. 
I was rot here at that time and am gisad of it. 

The celebration commenced on the 13th. One of 
the incidents of the day was the duel between M. 
Floquet and Gen. Boulanger. They say here, bow 
true it is L do not know, that this latest little episode 
will be the end of the great miktary advertizer, 
though not by physical death, as the extra hole in 
bis neck is not thopght to be serious. 

There are serious people in France, though one 
might not think so at times, and these just at pres- 
ent seem to be profound! thoughtful. After baving 
been over the most of Europe, [ cannot avoid the 
conclusion that there is good reason ferit. Poor 
France! Everybody‘s band seems to be against her. 
How far sbe may be to blame for this is difficult to 
say. The champion of Republicanism in the old 
world, uoder difficulties of which we know nothiog 
in America, she seems to have gained jhe ill-will of 
all the great powers, except it may be Russia alone, 
and she is believed by some to be on the point of a 
coliusion with France's latest greatest enemy. 
Should this take place, France will indeed be left 
alone in the cold, and will bave all she can do to 
maintain ber integrity, even fora time. If other- 
wise, it is difficult to avoid the conclusion that 
Europe is on the eve of the bloodiest war of modern 
times, the outcome of which bo one can foretell. 

Should the young Emperor of Germany presi 
tate his country into an unneceesary war, and not be 
immediately successful, he will lose his place as sure 
as the sun rises and sets. The Germans are too en- 
lightened, too ready and ripe fora republic, to stand 
many reverses through imperial policy, and_noth- 
ing but their loyal love and respect for the Hoben- 
zollern family, of which they have so much reason to 
be proud, and the conviction that military power is 
a necessity of their national existence, keeps up the 
present form of government. 

Russia is imperilled by internal forces which are 
difficult to estimate, and whatever may be the result 
of the present conference of the Czarand the Km- 
peror of Germany, there may be provisos to be 
reckoned in, and England is undoubtedly the chief 
of these. 

As for America, she does not count in any of the 
combinations, as much even as Vhiva or Japan, ex- 
cept to create dislike, for her pernicious example of 
the possibilities of a great many discontented seoti- 
mentalists getting together, and, while pretending 
to govern themselves, withont military or territo- 
rial ambition, kill themselves accumulating wealth, 
with which to put on airs over their betters; and 
there is more than one great power that would waot 
nothing better than a little row with us, if for no- 
thing else than to teach Americans modesty and 
make an excuse for laying some of our great cities 
under tribute, to pay their inordinate expenses for 
armies and courts. 

But I will say no more on this subject, lest I may 
be understood as advocating the expenditure of all 
our surplus on coast defeuces, and which is not the 
case. Thereare other ways, [ think, in which money 
can be better spent for the good of the people than 
hewing granite and shovelling sand into monuments 
of futihty. 

Knowing my object in coming to Enrope, you 
may suppose that | have made something of a study 
of her armies, so far, at least, as [ have been able to 
see them. I came over believing—as a general of 
high’rank in our Service expressed it—that we had 
“tbe best Army, the best soldiers, the best organi- 
zation, the best arms, the best tactics, and, witha 
few exceptions, the best officers in the world.” Now 
I still believe this is true, with a few other excep- 
tions—notably the arms and the tactics. As to the 
officers [ do not speak, as I have not been able to see 
much difference bet ween conscieutious students and 
workers in their profession avywhere. Besides, [ 
have received so many courtesies at their hands 
that my judgment might well be questioned. 1 
have seen the troops on review, at inspection, drill, 
on duty of all kinds; at play, under punishment, in 
barracks, stables, at mess, and everywhere. | have 
examined their arms, ammunition, acgoutrements, 
clothing, bedding, and quarters; have eaten their 
bread, drank their soup, observed their cooking, 
and been in their hospitals and prison cells. 

I have inquired as to their pay, rations and allow- 
ances, on and off duty, pensions, etc. In fact, I have 
endeavored to get at those things directly, which 
are difficult or impossible to acquire from books or 
other sources than upon the spot, and as a result of 
my observations, would recommend every officer in 
our Service, if he can, to do likewise. 

And if | might beallowed a suggestion, 1 would 
beg the Government to encourage them to visit 
Europe at least once to the extent of allowing them 
full pay, and tbat as early in their careers as possi- 
ble, say after three years’ service at home. 

Everywhere I heard the fawiliar “crack” of the 
rifle, showing that we are not the only “ target- 
fiends’’ in the world. I was much interested in the 
appliances for securing safety not only to the 
shooters but the population of theneighborhood. 1 
saw also a little field artillery practice. _ 

{ would especially recommend every artillery offi- 
cer who has not done so, to visit Berlin at least, and 
make a careful study of the ** Arsenal’’ Muveum at 
that place. Here | believe is to be found the most 
complete object bistory of the kind in the world. 
Several weeks of careful study will scarcely suffice 
to do it justice. I saw many German officers with 
their catalogues and books deeply absorbed 1n work 
of this kind. I need hardty add that there is among 
all the others, complete sets of our own fleid artil- 
lery appliances, guns, etc. 

Toe amount of work done by the soldiers of 
Europe in the form of drills, guard duty, marches 
of endurance and sbam fighting would make us 
think we were ones killed outright and mepy, I 
have no doubt, would prefer actual war. 

There is no army in Europe with which ours can 
be fairly compared (except that of England) as to 
men and discipline, all others being recruited and 
maintained on entirely different principles. The 
“old soldier,” as we know him outside of the staff 
and certain special positions, is almost unknown 
here, and I miss his, perhaps, stupid, honest, weather- 




















beaten old face and his honorable service stripes, as 
t look along their ranks of youngsters and con- 


pts. 

But the discipline of an army is too greata matter 
to bring 1nto the close of an already long letter, so [ 
will leave that for a future time as well as any com- 
ments I may have to make on tbe tactics of the 
countries [ have seen. all of which seem to recognize 
the necessity for modification to fit them to the re- 
quirements of the modern high-power, smokeless 
powder rifle of percussion and magazine, to sey 
nothing of the machine guns to which they are giv- 
ing great attention. ; . 

L go back to London te-morrow and will give you 
some account of the shooting at Wimbledou this 
season, which is thought will be the last on their

BURIAL OF GENERAL SHERIDAN. 


GENERAL SHERIDAN was buried at Arlington Cem- 
etery Saturday, Aug. 1), the funeral services being 
conducted in accordance with the programme bere- 
tofore announced. <A eulogy was delivered by 
Cardinal Gibbons. The closing ceremonial at the 
grave is thus described: 

The regular burial service, beginning with the 
canticle of Zachary, or the Benedictuz, and ending 
with the chanting of “‘De Profundus” by a choir of 
Dominican priests, brought the religious features of 
the obsequies to an end. The priests stood aside and 
remained ina group near the bead of the grave, 
and every breath was busbed while the widow 
came astep forward and fer one brief moment 
looked upon the casket which held her beloved 
dead. Asshe turned away the other mourners ip a 
body paid their tribute of love and respect, and 
then, ata signal, the artillery fired a salute of 17 
guos. The Legion of Honor moved up 1 a line, and 
looked in upon the still uncovered casket and then 
filled away. The great hollow square now contained 
but one figure, that of a stalwart cavalry bugler, 
who stood at ease, facing eastward, his bugle uoder 
his arm, at the head of the grave. There was a 
hoarse command at the left, echoed and passed on 
down the line of infantry, a rattle of steel.a mo- 
ment of expectation, and then the simultaneous 
flash and roar of 500 muskets. Again and again the 
volley was repeated. Then the bugler caine to at- 
tention. raized bi« horn to his lips and blew *tapz,”’ 
the signal for “lights out,” the military equivalent 
for good night. The tones were low, meliow, and 
tremulous at the start, but with each succeeding 
phrase swelled viear and shrill, waking evhoes from 
the surrounding bauks of foliage. As tbe last echo 
died away, and just as the shadow of the towering 
buckeye fell across and covered the grave as witha 
pall, the groups of living turned silently homeward 
and left the dead to his solitude. 

The grave is a few rods distant from the Lee man- 
sion—a little to the front and south of it—and just 
beyond the brow of the grassy slope tbat pitches 
somewhat steeply eastward toward theriver. A 
dozen acres of close shaven greensward, clotted 
here and there with wide spreading oaks and 
maples, and, lower down, fringed with an irregular 
row of evergreen trees, surround the spot. Above 
and at either hand stand a maple and a buckeye, 
bution front and cityward naught obstructs the 
view. Itisa rare picture of farm and city, of river, 
grove, and garden diversfied—glorified, with sucha 
panorama of stately public architecture as no other 
spot on the continent commands. A mile of level 
savannah separates the bluff from the river, which 
stretches in a broad gray belt across the landscape. 
Beyond hes the city, and in the distance the semi- 
cirele of hazy hills which hem it into tbe north and 
east, their irreguJar horizon line eut sharply in the 
forefront by the graceful dome of the Capitol, and 
the majestic Washington Monument, which ap- 
pears at midday a dazzling shaft of sunlight acaiust 
the cool deep blue of the eastern sky. Back of the 
grove, and upoa the most commanding spot on the 
Virginia side, stands the old Lee mansion, now the 
office and headquarters of the National Cemetery. 
Tbe mammoth pillars of its portico, gleaming from 
their background of living F tear form the most 
conspicuous feature of the Virginia landscape as 
seen frem the city. No other gravetban that of 
Sheridan isin front of the mansion. As he was 
alone in the exalted rank in which he dicd, so, fit- 
tingly, be lies alone in front of that army of dead 
heroes who find a resting place at Arlington.

Or Gen. Sheridan Secretary Endicott is quoted as 
saying: * His death is a great loss to the Army and 
to this Department. 1 mean as a pean. ener- 
getic man of affairs. He had a wide experience 
gathered during active military life. He knew ao 
understood all the conditions of Army life in all 
parts of the country and of the people with whom 
our soldiers have to dea], including the Indians, in 
whom he took a uliar interest. He was wise and 
seagacious, and his judgment was marked by readi- 
ness in decision, and guided by shrewd common 
sense. He had so long held high command and been 
attended by such success that he felt a cunfidenoce in 
his administratien ot affairs that was rarely at fault. 
I always found him most reasonable and ready to 
look at all sides of a queation, and of such impulses 
as are most open to conviction. Asa soldier he, of 
course, stands quite by himself, differing with 
marked and intense individuality from a)l our dis 
tinguished soldiers. He was very interesting and 
entertaining in socialintercourse. He had a fundof 
anecdote and a variety of information that often was 
very: instructive; bis experiences in Europe, when 
he accompanied the German Army to France, in 
1870 were varied and very interesting. [ have heard 
him describe battles which ne saw in a manner 
which inspired in his bearers some of the enthusi- 
asm with which he told thestory. I shall always 
retain the most agreeable recollections of my inter- 
course with him, and shall never forget the friendly 
and valuaole assistance he gave to me in the ada in- 
istration of my office.”

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'' THE RUSSO-TURKISH WAR. 

WE are not aware that Edgar T. Welles, the son of 
our War Secretary of the Navy,is any relation of 
the Verestchagin family, but certainly the hkepess 
of Alexander Vasilyevitoh Verestcbagin, which fur- 
nishes the frontispiece to his volume of remidis- 
cenoes and apecdotes, strongly rewinds one of Mr. 
Welles. The Verestchagin, however, unlike Mr. 
Welles, wears the lambskin “papakha” and the 
striking uniform with its breastplate of silver cart- 
ridge pouches of an “ Esaul'' of the Viadikavkaz 
Cossack regiment of the Army of the Terek. The 
full title of bis volume is * At Home and in War, 
1853-1 Reminiscences and Anecdotes by Alex- 
ander Verestchagin, authorized translation by Isabel 
F. Hapeced, New York, Thomas Y. Crowell and 
Co., 13 Astor Place.” It is most interesting; as 
cossipy as Boswell's Life of Jobnson, as frank as the 
Confessions of Jean Jacques Rousseau, The first 
part gives us an insight into Russian domestic life, 
as illustrated by the experiences of the Verest- 
chagins, a wealthy and influential but untitled 
family residing iu the district of Tcherepovsk. zov- 
ernment of Novgorod, on the banks of the Shekena, 
near the little village of Pertovka. On his mother's 
side, our author is a acion of the ancient and noble 
family of Bashmekoff, “which stoutly and valiantly 
defended the Christian faith and the Orthodox 
Church,” in the service of the Tzars Alexei, Mik- 
haulovitch and Feodor Alexeivitch. He feil heir, 
therefore, to a military instinct which led himself 
aud two of bis brothers into positions of promiaeuve 
in the service of the Czar Alexander duriog 
the Frauco-Prussian war of 1870. Captain Ver- 
estcbagin, immediately upon his iutroduction 
to active service bad the good fortune to be assigned 
to the staff of the younger Skobeleff, and one of the 
most interesting portions of his volume to the mili- 
tary reader is that which gives us an insight into the 
character and personal peculiarities of that most 
able aud most unfortuvate Russian soldier. We 
have, by way ot introduction to him, a picture of 
Skobeleff, Sr., standing on the banks of the Danube, 
ir front between Levis and Tutolwin and gaziog in 
borror at his son. who clad only in biashirt and with 
his cross of the George about his neck, mounts his 
tull dark bay horse and descends to the river, head- 
ing a body of volunteers oc an expedition which 
Tutolmin and Levis have refused point blank to 
undertake, Slipping off his horse, the fearleas **Mik- 
bail Dimitrieff” grasped bis tail and in that manuer 
swam, aiding himself with his hands and feet, while 
terror seizes upon bis father and he begins to shout 
through his pose: 

“Misha, co-o-me ba-a- ack! Misha,you will dro-o own, 
Misha, Mishu!”’ But Mishaswam on further and fur- 
ther without glancing around until be became a 
black speck, barely vieible on the surface of the 
river, which the elder Skobeleff watched intently 
uotil his son attained the opposite shore, four versts 
away, with great difficulty. Though Skobeleff fin- 
ally took Verestchagin on his staf, when the young 
man previous to this requested him to apply to the 
commander of his regiment to allow him to accom- 

avy him in a reconnaissance his face assumed a 
ook of displeasure and he suid: ‘ Well, my dear sir, 
do as you see fit, but [ will not make the request; 
and I warn you that if you are going to ask leave of 
your superiors on every oceasion, you will never go 
anywhere.” Verestcbagin took the bint and the 
next day mounted bis borse, joined Skobeleff's col- 
umn and got his first taste of war. 

Again, we have a picture of Skobeleff at the buttle 
of Plevna, As he gallops up to the troops and greets 
them with adefect in his sperch as usual: “Good 
morning, brott.ers! [ congratulate you on the bat- 
tle! Remember that there will be no signal for re- 
treat” and he is already touching up his grey 
horse witb a spur in order to ride ou to the next de - 
tachments, when he turns bis head and adds, *‘and [ 
request you, wy good fellows, not to take the 
enemy prisoners.” Soon the battle opens and Ver- 
estchagin tells us: 

“The whole stretch of ceuntry lying before us 
becomes more and more thickly overspread with 
clouds of smoke. The view upon it was sv iuterest- 
ing and magopificent that Lcould bave continued to 
stare on and op, never quitting it with my eyes, had 
it only pot been for those accu bullets, which 
flew round about us like bees. Shells also frequently 
exploded in the neighborbood; I feel timidity gain- 
ing op my spirit. 1 castasly glance at Skobeleff, to 
see whut be is like, and if anything is to be dis- 
cerned in his countenance. Notathing! The Gen- 
eral has stretched out bis neck, fastened bis eyes to 
his field-glass, and become petrified in that attitude. 
Occasionally, he jerks at the reins of his horse, be- 
cause the animal, changing from foot to foot, pre- 
vents his gazing quietly. 

**Q0-o-oi, brothers!’ resounds a groan behind me. 
{ glance round; there is confusion among our Cos- 
sack escort. Several men have lea from their 
borses, aud are busying themselves over the 
wounded man. The General turns round for a mo- 
ment, glances at them steroly, and shouts houreely : 
‘Spread further apart!’ Then he fixes his eyes to 
his field-glass once more. 

“*Ishe made of stone, or has he a spell, that he 
fears nothing?’ l say to wyself, and I nny to up- 
braid myself for begging my way into this danger. 
At that moment | imagine to myself how my Pavel 
Ivanovitch 1s now lying quietly under tbe tree, on 
his felt cloak, and dozing sweetly. It’s bad bad! 
‘Of course, [am a great coward if [ cannot endure 
the whistle of the bullets,’ 1 continue to argue with 
myself, and [ glance simultaneously at my brother. 
There is no more signa of fear visible in his face than 
in Skobeleff’s, vor of the gloom which | had 
remarked on the General's. I should like to know 
what is written op my face at this moment. [ glance 
at my acquaintance, the blonde colonel. He seems 
to feel my glance, looks at me, and nods his bead in 
a frieudly way. 

**Oho! my dear fellow, you must feel as uncom- 
fortable as I do here,’ flasbes through my mind. His 
face has grown pale, his sandy beard seems to have 
grown more pointed, bis eyes have turned a light 
bay color and very dull.’”’ 

Verestchagin is soon promoted to divizion-adju- 
tant, a post for which he considers bimself unfitted, 
as he indeed proves to he, as the result shows: 

“Give me the whole correspondence, Verest- 
chagin, the whole of our papers!’ shouts Mikbail 
Dimitrievitch, one day, to me, from his tent. I take 
m~ portfolio and carr 





ry. it to bim. 
“*No, my good fellow, you're not fit to manage 
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affairs. You'll lose all my papers if you do like 
that,’ mbies Skobeleff, emptying my Pesala, 
*Thev’re neither fastened together nor numbered!’ 

“*Ts it possible ?’—1 stand as though scalded, hav- 
ing never had a suspicion that pers should be 
sewn together and numbered. e General had 
never said anything to me aboutit. He would re- 
ceive a letter on the road, ony. read it, turn to me 
and cry: ‘Put it away!’—' Take it.’ Well, and L 
would take it and put it with the other papers, and 
merely take care that it should not be lost.’ 

“*Ne, I'll take anotber officer; he'll conduct 
fe ee at Request Colonel Tebyakin to step 

ere.’ 

However, the mortified adjutant is permitted to 
remain with tbe vanguard, where he bas an oppor- 
tunity to distinguish bimself. Soon after, as he 
tells us, “towards evening, Skobeleff is walking in 
the grove in a nervous mood, rubbing bis hands, I 
pass bim.” 

“*Verestchagin!" he summons re to him, lightly 
grasping the sleeve of my coat, and forcing me to 
walk beside him. ‘We = have a battle to- 
morrow,’ he says; and his face assumes a triumyh- 
ant expression. ‘1 confide myself to your care. In 
case [ am wounded, don’t you dare to remove ne 
from the field ot battle until the fightis over. Do 
you hear?’ 

* Yes, your Excellency! Ireply. But the report 
roved to be untrue; there was no battle on the 
‘ollowing day.’”’ 

On another occasion, while gathering grapes with 
General Skobeleff ina vineyard fer beyond the lines, 
“several bullets strike the earth with a crash at our 
very feet, and even shower us with sand. The Gen- 
eral wheels bis horse around abruptly and retreats 
ata gallop.” “Thisis the solitary occasion within 
my memory,” adds Verestchagin, “during al! the 
time that [ remained with Skobeleff when the Gen- 
ral turned bis back so quickly on bullets.” The im- 
passibility of Skobeleff is shown on another oocasion 
at Plevna to the disadvantage of the narrator. 
While trying, as he frankly tells us, to cross more to 
the left so as to put Kuropatkin and Skobeleff be- 
tween bim and the bullets, be feels a sort of awk- 
wardness in his left leg. “1 look,” he adds, “and on 
ny boot close to the ankle there is blood. ‘I felt no 
pain at the time, and my imagination depicted to 
me God knows what; my bones are already splin- 
tered and my leg will be cut off. In consequence of 
this I begin to shriek: ‘stop, stop, somebody help,’ 
and to my horror | perceive that no one stops, and 
that all are riding onward. Atlength I observe 
that Kuropatkin says something to Skobeleff. The 
latter turns around, casts a fleeting glance at me 
apd rides on.” 

The wound was a serious one, but while lying in 
the net ging its recipient had the pleasure of learn- 
ing that he was to receive a golden sword, with the 
inscription, **for bravery.” He further reads in the 
newepaper that “Sotoik Verestchagin for the cap- 
ture of the town of Lovtcha on the 23d of August is 
promoted from Sotnik to Esaul.” On his return 
to duty, Skobeleff lisps a welcome, bui turning to 
Kuropatkin and nodding bis bead towards the Esaul, 
says: “do you remember Alexei Nicolaevitch how be 
began to squeak when they wounded him.”’ “Ima- 
gine how you squeaked, just imagineit.” “Skobe- 
leff laughs, then shows how I squeaked when [ was 
wounded. He ends in bis erty mood b playing 
pranks witb bis futher, teasing him and pulling him 
about.” Verestchagin’s volume is filled not only 
with characterizations such as we have quoted, but 
with realistic descriptions of the actuul scenes of 
war, which will paiufully recall to many of our 
readers similar experiences,now losing some of their 
sharpness of outline as seen in tbe mellow light of 
reminiscence. The volume concludes with “remin- 
iscences of an eye witness (Verestchagin) of the 
Tekke expedition, 1880, 1881.”" It israre to fiud so 
entertaining a work as this, and its interest is beight- 
ened by the accompanin ent of exvellent likeneyses 
of the leading Russian generals, which the author 
modestly introduces with portraits of various repre- 
sentatives of the Verestcbagin race; himself. “Vasily 
Vasrilyevitch,” senior and junior, *‘ Anna Nicolaev- 
na,” “Alexei Vasilyevitch,” and “Sergéi Vasiiye- 
vitch.” They are a handsome folk as well us ener- 
getic and talented, as the narrator gives full proof.

MISSOURI NATIONAL GUARD. 


W8iIzE at Excelsior Springs, Mo., during the mid- 
dle portion of July, 11 was my pleasure through the 
courtesy of Col. Milton Moore to visit the camp of 
instruction of the 3d Regiment, National Guard of 
Missouri, and to inspect that regiment. Missouri, 
under the influence of hostile legislation, is so little 
heard of ix connection with militia matters, and 
militia organizations in this State are maintained at 
so great a sacrifice of time and money on the part of 
those identified with them, that it seemed to me the 
efforts of the 3d Regiment were deserving of men- 
tion in your columns. 

it should b2 remembered in considering the drill, 
instruction, etc., of Missouri Militia that the State, 
beyond a few meagre issues of ordnance stores, 

ives absolutely no encouragement or aid to its 

ational Guard. True, an obsolete militia law is 
upon our statute book, but that part of it relating 
to discipline has been judicially declared to be un- 
constitutional, while the parts relating to organiza- 
tion and business administration are mostly obso- 
lete and not at all in accord with similar sections of 
the law prescribing the organization aud adminis- 
tration of the Regular Army. A talk with Col. 
Moore and some of the officers of bis regiment en- 
courages me to believe that the coming session of 
the Legislature will enact a law giving a more 
modern organization to the militia of the State and 
the financial aid of which it stands 80 much in need. 

The 3d Regiment went into camp at Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., about 30 miles N. E. of Kausas (ity on 
July 11, 1888, and continued in camp tive days. The 
camp was located about one-half mile from the 
town, was very well selected and tactically laid out 
under the supervision of Major W. DL. Landstreet, a 
most efficient and painstaking officer. Water in 
abundance was obtained just outside of the limits 
of the encampment from one of the mineral! springs, 
and good bathing facilities were found ulong the 
stream which skirted the southern limits of the en- 
campment. 

The full strength of the 3d Regiment is about 450 
officers and men, but as the State makes no provision 
for meeting the expeuses of the encampment many 
of the regiment were unable to attend. The regi- 
ment consists of seven companies andits averaze 
strength during the encampment, as gathered from 
the morning reports, was about 220 officers and men. 
The tente used in the encampment were rented from 
dealers in Kansas City. rae were mostly of regu- 
lar pattern and were correctly put up. 

I did not inspect the camp in detail, but only 
noticed its general appearavce. Some of the com- 
panies were exceedingly careful in policing their 
grounds, and Co. C, ** Marmaduke Guards,” is to be 
especially commended for the neat and orderly ap- 
pearance of its section of thecamp. The general 
police was not provided for, each company doing its 
own police. Carelessness was noted in a few in- 
stances only. 

The men are generally cheerful and always obed- 
ient and were mostly young men of superior intelli- 

ence. Considerable attention was paid to guard 

uty, each member of the regiment performing at 
least one tour. Notwithstanding the intense heat 
that prevailed during the entire period of the en- 
campment I noticed no disposition to shirk guard 
duty or dnil. 

Briefly summarizing, the personnel of the reriment 
was most excellent. The officers of the regiment 
were well qualified and their interest unlimited. 
Col. Moore is a close student of tactics and the offi- 
cers of the regiment seeto, generally, to share bis 
enthusiasm in all that pertains to the instruction, 


| discipline and general welfare of the regiment. The 


lst sergeants of the regiment were most efficient and 
great care seems to have been exercised in their 
selectiou. The men were capable and moet orderty, 
not a serious breach of discipline occurring during 
the entire encampment. In point of instruction con- 
siderable differeace was to be noted in the several 
companies of the regiment, to be accounted for in 
most instances by length of service. Cos. © and F 
are deserving of especial mention tor the degree of 
excellence attamed in waneey drill. The former 
commanded by Capt. C. M. Perkins bas participated 


in several competitive drills and has more, than a 
i State reputation, 





The drill ground was limited and the facilities for 
battahon drill were very poor, This was very much 
to be regretted as the regiment is not well instructed 
in battalion manceuvres. A skirmish drill was at- 
tempted but with hmited success. Some progress 
was made in company skirmish drill. 

On Sunday, July 15, Col. Bull, Inspector General 
of Missouri, inspected the regiment. This was al- 
lowed to take the place of the regular Sunday 
morning inspection. 

I was invited to assistin the inspection and no- 
ticed the companies more in detail than I bad done 
before. In all the companies except Co. F a few men 
were noticed without complete uniforms. This wus 
explained as being upavoidable, much difficulty and 
delay baving beep experienced bythe regiment in 
getting clothing requisitions filled. Whether the 
fault lay with the officials of the Genera! Govern- 
ment or State Government, [ did not bear. The 
arms and equipments were in tair condition and the 
regiment made a very creditable showing.

THE LAST DAYS OF THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


Feary, Aug. 10, was murked asa red jetier day at the 
Peekskill camp. The norning drills were made ioteresting 
by the use of blank cartridges in the company skirmish 
drills, and by their use the necessity of always firing to the 
front during the march in retreat and in the railys by fours 
and companies was impressed upon the men. uring this 
morning’s drill the Rochester company (8th), under Ist 
Lieut. Hess; the Hudson company (23d), under Capt. Beale, 
and the Kingston compasy (l4th), uoder Capt. Van Etten, 
were very close on the heels of perfection. The advance 
and retreat of the skirmishers. the rapidity of the rallys, 
and the deliberate precision of the fire, especially in the 23d 
Co.. is worthy of the warmest praise. The firings by com- 
pany and tile must also be commended, with one or two 
exceptions. 

A slight impetus was given to the midday drill when the 
battalions were ordered te form line on the street dividing 
the officers from the live of company teuts, and officers and 
men at once realized that the long looked for three battaiion 
drill was at hand. Their hopes were, however, dashed when 
after the formation, which brought into play the instruc- 
tion received on Thursday, it was found thut the expected 
drill was merely a rehearsal for the review of the afternoon, 
Owing to several errors this rebearsal was repeated, and but 
little time was devoted to instruction ia the school of the 
battalion. After recall" the battalions were formed in 
line, tacing north, the left resting ou tbe guard tent, and 

e men dismissed for dinner. Atabout 1 o'clock P. M. the 
arrival of the commander in-chief was announced by the 
salute of the battery; the battalion lines were promptiy 
formed, the Governor saluted us he drew into camp, and the 
commands dismissed. The officers of each batialion then 
paid their respects to Governor Hill in a marquee erected 
in front of post headquarters, and the camp settled intu its 
usual afternoon base ball activity. 

At 6 p. M. the battalion in full uniform were again formed 
on the centre street, then marched by “fours right,” the 
jeft or 7th Battalion takiog position in colump of fours, 
right in front, on the parade north of its line of company 
streets ; the centre, or 6th Battalion in the street of the 2d 
Co. from the left, and the 8th Battalion, the streets still tur- 
ther to the right. From this position the 12 company bat- 
talion was formed in line of battalion wasses by “to the 
right close column of divisious,” the battalions being in 
eight companies, single rank, Col. Welch, 65th Regt., Buf- 
faio, in command, and Col. Phisterer acting as adjutant. 
The formation was ov the left battalion, and when com- 
pleted, the command was found to be a brigade in column 
of masses for review, instead of what was expected, « review 
of a regiment io three battalions. After the salute to the 
Commander-in chief, beautifully rendered, the battalious 
changed direction by the Jeft flunk, and baving gained dis- 
tance to the rear, were ordered to “take wheeling distance,"" 
which having been gained “ right by companies ” was ere- 
cuted and the command passed in review. After a week in 
camp, us was to be expected, this passage was nearly per- 
fect, injured only by the failure of officers to properly 
salute. In the opinion of many of the spectators it wou d 
have been better if the three battalion regiment review kad 
been executed and the line re-formed and presented after 
the passage. Brigade review is no novelty,and what the 
12th Regt. could do ia a ogee of 200x175 feet should be 
eusily accomplished on the large drill field at Peekskill. If 
the object was to show to the Governor the command ut its 
best, the regimental formation of three battalions should 
have been adhered to. However, to “let well enough aloue” 
isan old maxim, and the post commander, Gen. Porter, has 
BO reason to feel ashamed of the week’s work of the 6th, 7th 
and 8th Battalions, as show in this review, 

A bandsome dress parade closed the military work of the 
duy, the companies moving off in column by the right at 
dismissal, and under command of the sergt.-major of the 
day, Sergt. Gaillard, 12th Regiment, passing in review before 
Col. Dowd, who had received the dress parade. 

The usual company and battalion drilis were held on the 
last day, Saturday, and immediately after dinner knapsacks 
and trunks were packed preparatory to the breaking of 
camp. Previeus tothe ceremouy the usual formalities and 
leave takings be:ween companies were indulged in. The 7th 
battalion presented its commander, Capt. Wm. M. Kirby, 
with a handsome sword and belt, the best that could be ob 
tamed from Ridabock and Co. The 8th Sep. Co., Rochester, 
presented Capt. Henderson, with a handsome gold watch, in 
commemoration of his 24th anniversary as their command- 
apt, while the 14th Co., Kingston, presented its captain with 
a handsome gold medal, with their usual announcement of 
“What's the matier with Capt. Van Etten?’’ “ He’s all 
oe ™ “He's a la la!” accompanied by their skyrocket 
cheer. 

At 2.30 Pp. M. assembly was sounded for the salute to the 
colors, and with the exception of the 24th Co., who had de- 
parted, the battalion was formed by Capt. Thurstca us adju- 
tant, Col. Welch in command. The band played the ** Star 
Spangled Banner,” the battery fired twenty-one guns, the 
colors were lowered, and the New York State Camp of 1888 
was closed, This ceremony was one of tue handsomest of the

This report would not be complete without a testimonial 
of praise to the officers and men detailed for special duty 
during tbe State camp of 1888. From the post commander 
to the orderlies each vied with the other in tne prompt and 
efficient pertormance of their several duties, and to individ- 
ualize would require a Judgment more keen, and a pen more 
facile, than that owned by the writer. Where all are equal, 
who can make distinctions? 

On the other hand, the composition of the three battalions 
and the work of oflicers and men during this last week may 
with justice to all be descanted upon. Not a few of the 
company commanders were on duty as such for the first 
time in the State camp, and these with few exceptions ac- 

uitted themselves to tie satisiaction of their superiors. 
‘These exceptions were io the case of a newly organized 
company attached to the 8th Battalion. Ite commandant, 
who though having au bonorable record as a soldier of the 
late war, is, like the majority of our veterans, fain to stick 
closely to the lessons of the past as being the only ones in 
which a soldier can be properly educated. Ir this same bat- 
talion, a3 wellas in the 6th, were observed company com- 
manders, veterans of the National Guard as welias of the 
Rebellion, who, holding to the tenets of the past, either will 
not. or cannot appreciate their duties in the present, to the 
great detriment of their companies as well as of the bat- 
talions to which they were assigned. Age is honurable, and 
the scars of battle should be revered, but when company 
commanders fail to keep pace with the lessons of the day, 
they should, if not williocly, be forced to give way, in the 

of their companies. 

Another case which was observable to any unprejudiced 
person was that of a lieutenant, commissioned but a few 

before this tuur of camp, and yet so utterly incompe- 
tent as to attract the attention of other companies. After 
tnessing a battalion drill, during which 1 lieutenant 
bis company, and expressing astonishment that 





such men could receive the endorsement of the Board of 
Examiuers, an officer present remarked that “it was a well 
known fact that any man with a pull could any Bri- 
gade Examining Board.” If such opiaions can be freely and 
ublicly ventilated even on the grounds of the State nm fy 
t seems that the time has arrived when the State authori- 
ties should look after the constitution of these B , their 
method of procedure and the action taken by Brigade Com- 
manders in their recommendation of officers to commiseion 
in the National Guard of the Scate of New York.

J. B.—Beeause an enlisted man of the Navy 
obtains a general aver of 4 it does not necessarily follow 
that he sball receive av honorable discharge, for under the 
Regulations of the Department, which have the force of 
law, a commanding officer has authcrity to refuse an bon- 
orable Guoheres independent of the percentage, whether 4 
or greater. util witnio the past year or so it was only ne- 
cessary for the commanding officer to note in the conduct 

rt ** pot recommended for discharge,” and under such 
circumstances it was not possible for the enlisted man to re- 
ceive an honorable discharge. New rules of the Department 
now require that the commanding otlicer shali give bis rea- 
sons for such non recommendations, which are noted in the 
conduct report. These reasons are. ia the opinion of the 
Department, always good and sufficient, otherwise the 
words ** not entitled to bonorable discharge" would not be 
noted on the C.8.C. This method of noting a dishonorable 
discharge is considered necessary in order to prevent men 
holdiag such certificates from re-eniisting and receiving 
the extra puy accompanying re-enlistment. 


The following question and answer appeared in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of July 21: “ W. J. L. asks: 
At guard mounting, * the sergeant major baving reported 
the officers of the guard post themselves facing to the front,’ 
where do they céme from, senior from tke right and junior 
from the left, or both from the right?

DECISIONS BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER.

exico, us a soldier before the close of the war and was hon- 


as oy, 4 discharged. 

In the case of Thos. J. Ward, a soldier, who deserted from 
—— after his company was mustered out, Comptroller 
Butler bas decided that under the act of July 5, 1884, he is 
deemed to bave been discharged from close of the war, aud 
is entitled tothe same bounty as if he had been mustered 
out. with bis company. 

A payment to an acting assistant surgeon on a contract for 
pay exceeding that authorized by the Regulations is a proper 
set off against travel pay. 

A soldier who was discharged from volunteer service to 
enlist in tne Regular Army is not entitled to count the two 
serviccs as continuous fer bounty pucpcecs. 

Officers and men who joined the Signal Service from a vol- 
unteer corte are entitled to the benefits of the act of June 
3, 1884, and Feb. 3, 1887. 

In the case of John Lightfoot, who enlisted in the Army 
and received $100 bourty and afterwards enlisted in the 
Navy aud received $100, the {Comptroller bas decided that 
the acceptance of more than $100 bounty excludes him from 
the aet of July 28, 

A widow, by entering intoa bigamous marriage during 
the lifetime of ber husband, without reasonable evidence of 
his death forfcits the right to receive any sum due from the 
Government on account of his services.

FOREIGN MEN-OF-WAR COMPARED. 


THE presence of so many naval squadrons at 
Barvelona has given experts an unusual opportu 
nity of comparing the idiosyncrasies of the different 
fleets and their officers and crews. A csreful and 
well written account has just been furwarded to a 
leading evening journal by a correspondent who 
although vot a sailor, is nevertheless a keen ob 
server. The writer has not only visited the squad- 
ron, but has taken note of the criticisms of author- 
ized judges. He enters into no comparisons, for 
some countries were represented by only oue or two 
wer To begin with the Eoglish squadros, of 
which a full list, including wen and guns, is given, 
he bas unstinted praise for the crews, whom he de- 
scribes as composed of flue and, weill-disciplined men, 
but be adds that the ships are regarded as the best 
in our Mediterranean fleet, although not of very 
recent construction. 

The Italian and the French squadrons are the 
largestof all. The foreign officers cunsidered the 
Italian ships to be she very latest productions of 
naval science, and regarded their guns as excellent. 

Bat they were by no means 40 enthusiastic over 
the manner in which the vessels were kept, or over 
the officers and crews. It was repeatedly remarked 
that the Italians were am'itious and Zealous, but 
that they lacked the experience and “go” of 
maritime natious like the British and Dutch. As 
regards the French ships and their armaments and 
wen, the writer had often heard them eommended 
by English, German, Austrian, Spanish, Dutch 
and American experts. The Avatrian squadron, 
containing five excellent ironclads, was manved b 
a variety of races, the Adriatic element predomi- 
nating. The crews are armed with carbines. Of 
the extreme courtesy of the officers the writer 
speaks in the warmest terms. Holland is repre- 
seuted by one cruiser and Russia by two. 

The article notices a close resemblance between 
their crews, the men being stumpy ef build, fair 
and much sunburnt. Germany had sent the Kaiser, 
a formidable ironclad, butit called for no remark. 

During the past few years the Spanish navy has 
improved, though much still remains to be done.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A PICTURESQUE friendship is reported to exist be- 
tween two midshipmen in the Italian Navy, ove of 
whom is the 13-year-old son of Amadeus, ex-king of 
Spain, and the other is the grandson of Garibaidi, 
the Ltalian liberator. 


Apvices from Honolulu say that on July 24 the 
Legislative Assembly of Hawaii passed a military 
bill over the King's veto. By this bill the naval 
establishment is abolished and the army reduced to 
65 men, exclusive of the military band. 


Tue Czar of Russia has paid a great compliment 
to Emperor William of Germany by conferring the 
Order of St. Andrew upon Gen. von Pape, who was 
despatched to St. Petersburg as special envoy from 
the German Court. The St. Andrew 1s the first order 
in the Russian Empire. 


Apvices from England seem to forecast another 
Zulu war. In ne part of the British Colonial domin- 
ions have so many biundeis in administration been 
committed as at the Cave and its neighboring states. 
Wheovever a chief has been troublesome, the mili- 
tary force at the disposal of the executive bas beeu 
miserably inadequate, and troops have been furn- 
isbed in driblets instead of in sufficient strength to 
strike a decisive blow. 


Pans of the contemplated defences of the coast of 
British Columbia are being prepared at the Canad- 
ian Militia department showing the range of fire 
from different points. The defences will run from 
Brothers Island on the north te Findlayson Point 
on the soutb, and will afford a complete protection 
to Esquimalt Harbor, where the British navy dock 
is situated. The furthest range of fire will bea 
thousand yards, and the defences are to be so ar- 
ranged that a hostile fleet attempting to enter the 
barbor, cr in fact approaching the coast, would 
meet with a raking cross fire they would be uoable 
>. Dy eae Esquimalt is also a naval coaling 
station. 


THE Marquis Mores, who has recently been in 
Paris, bas a new theory concerning Boulanger and 
the source of his great and mysterious supply of 
money. De Mores thinks he knows absolutety that 
Boulanger is the paid agent of Russia, who desires 
to bave an agentin France. A Paris despatch of 
Aug. 12 announces that while Gen. Boulanger was 
driving in an open carriage at Saint Jean d’Angely, 
Prof. Perrin, of the Lycée fired five shots at him 
from a revolver. M. Ratapan, a friend of the Gen- 
eral, rushed forward and managed to turn the 
weapon aside. The result was that Ratapan himself 
received a builet in the bark of the bead, but the 
wound is not serious. Two peasanis were also 
wounded. Gen. Boulanger was not touched. Rata- 
pan declares that the shota were fired in self-defence 
and were not intended for Boulanger. 


A Lonpon despatch of Aug. 8says: ‘The French 
wrath is nothing to the consternation with which 
the Italian ~ omy’ | regard the decree which dooms 
another portion of them to the barbarous and pesti- 
lential bole 1n which so many of their comrades 
yielded up their) lives by disease and the last 
refuge of despair at their unhappy fate—sui- 
cide.
